To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  Tilbury  Urban  District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Tenth  Annual 
Report  upon  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the 
Urban  District. 

VITAL  Statistics.  According  to  the  Registrar’s  estimate 
the  population  has  decreased  by  180  persons  to  16,510.  This 
agrees  with  the  Department’s  observations.  The  Birth  Rate  at 
19.3  is  slightly  lower  than  the  previous  year,  but  it  remains 
above  the  average  for  England  and  Wales.  The  Death  Rate  has 
decreased  from  9.5  to  8.4  per  thousand  persons  and  this,  having 
regard  to  the  sickness  and  malnutrition  in  the  Urban  District 
through  the  continued  unemployment  of  a  large  number  of 
inhabitants,  is  remarkably  low.  The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate 
is  63.3  compared  with  61.6  in  1933.  Heart  Disease,  Cancer, 
Pneumonia  and  Tuberculosis  continue  to  head  the  list  of  causes 
of  death. 

Infectious  Diseases.  The  total  number  of  cases  notified 
was  274,  or  31  less  than  in  1933.  Eleven  of  these  were  dis¬ 
covered  to  have  been  diagnosed  incorrectly,  so  that  the  nett 
total  was  263  cases.  There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  which  coincided  with  a  prevalence  of  the 
disease  throughout  the  country,  so  no  special  comment  is 
necessary.  The  Diphtheria  Immunisation  Clinic  continues  to 
function  satisfactorily,  and  details  thereof  will  be  found  in  the 
later  pages  of  this  Report. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare.  This  is  perhaps  the  De¬ 
partment’s  most  successful  activity,  and  credit  must  be  divided 
equally  between  the  Council  for  their  willingness  to  adopt  any 
measure  designed  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  service,  and 
the  Health  Visitors  for  their  untiring  efforts  and  enthusiasm. 
In  past  years  I  have  commented  upon  the  completeness  of  the 
Urban  District’s  arrangements  under  this  heading,  and  review¬ 
ing  the  history  of  the  past  year  I  am  firmly  of  the  opinion  that 
Tilbury  is  as  well-served  in  maternity  and  child  welfare  work 
as  any  area  of  its  size  in  the  country.  The  most  recent  addition 
to  the  facilities  of  the  district  is  an  agreement  with  the  neigh¬ 
bouring  Urban  District  of  Grays  Thurrock  whereby  patients

resident  in  Tilbury  may  attend  the  Birth  Control  (Clinic  at  Grays 
for  free  and  confidential  advice.  Further  information  about  this 
Clinic  will  be  found  in  the  appropriate  section  of  this  Report. 

HOUSING.  This  is  another  problem  which  the  Council  has 
approached  whole-heartedly.  The  conditions  and  difficulties 
confronting-  the  Department,  especially  in  the  older  parts  of 
Tilbury,  have  been  set  forth  in  print  so  often  that  it  is  un¬ 
necessary  to  repeat  them  now.  The  most  recent  development 
in  the  housing  problem  concerns  the  undue  prevalence  of  vermin 
in  old  and  new  houses.  Experiments  have  been  conducted  with 
various  insecticides,  etc.,  in  order  to  ascertain  the  most  reliable 
way  to  rid  premises  of  vermin,  and  it  is  possible  that  when  the 
future  composition  of  the  area  has  been  determined  considera¬ 
tion  will  be  given  to  the  erection  of  a  disinfestation  plant  for  the 
treatment  of  verminous  furniture  and  effects. 

The  Department  has  been  aided  considerably  in  its  ad¬ 
ministration  by  the  knowledge  that  it  has  been  able  to  rely  im¬ 
plicitly  upon  the  support  of  the  Council,  both  individually  and 
collectively.  The  members  have  displayed  a  keen  interest  in 
the  working  of  the  Public  Health  service,  and  an  appreciation 
of  the  difficulties  of  the  Urban  District.  Once  more  I  have 
pleasure  in  thanking  my  staff,  my  colleagues  in  other  Depart¬ 
ments,  and  all  those  who  have  contributed  information  towards 
this  Report,  for  their  continued  co-operation.

3.  Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  district  is  well  served  in  this  respect,  and  no  changes 
have  occurred  from  1933.  During  the  year  various  conferences 
have  been  held  at  which  representatives  of  the  Essex  County 
Council,  Local  Authorities,  and  various  industrial  organisations 
possessing  ambulances  have  taken  part,  with  a  view  to  obtaining 
reciprocal  agreements  regarding  the  use  of  the  respective 
ambulances. 

4.  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

Two  District  Nursing  Associations  exist,  one  in  each  Ward 
of  the  Urban  District.  Each  is  staffed  by  a  fully-qualified 
Nurse-Midwife  and  is  in  receipt  of  annual  grants  from  Essex 
County  Council  and  Tilbury  Council  upon  condition  that  the 
services  of  the  nurses  are  available  at  the  Welfare  Centres  if  and 
when  needed.  Both  Associations  have  accomplished  much 
good  work,  and  I  am  pleased  to  note  that  the  South  Ward 
organisation,  which  came  into  being  during  the  year,  is 
gradually  receiving  better  support.

The  Hospital  Home  Comforts  Committee,  full  details  of 
which  have  appeared  in  previous  Reports,  continues  to  carry 
out  very  useful  work,  and  thanks  are  due  to  the  local  medical 
practitioners  for  the  manner  in  which  they  support  its  activities. 
Depots  for  the  storage  and  issue  of  articles  for  use  in  a  sick-room, 
after  accidents,  etc.,  are  provided  in  Tilbury  and  Chad  well  St. 
Mary.  A  register  of  persons  with  nursing  and  domestic  experi¬ 
ence  has  been  compiled,  and  applicants  needing  'help  of  this 
nature  are  put  in  touch  with  suitable  helpers.  A  large  number 
of  articles  were  issued  during  the  year,  including  crutches, 
splints,  bath-chairs,  feeding  cups,  air  and  water  beds  and 
pillows,  bed-rests,  and  hot-water  bottles.

Hospital  Treatment  of  Maternity  Patients. 

(a)  Patients  whose  home  conditions  or  ante-natal  history 
indicate  the  necessity  for  institutional  treatment. 

The  Council  have  agreements  with  (a)  the  Public  Assistance 
Committee  of  Essex  County  Council  for  the  reception  of  such 
cases  into  Orsett  Infirmary  at  a  cost  of  £2  2s.  od.  per  week,  and 
(b)  the  East-End  Maternity  Hospital,  Commercial  Road, 
London,  E, ,  at  a  charge  of  £2  2s.  od.  weekly. 
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(b)  Cases  of  complicated  pregnancy  or  confinement. 

These  are  admitted  upon  the  request  of  the  patient’s 
medical  attendant,  to  Queen  Mary’s  Hospital,  Stratford,  E.  15, 
at  a  charge  of  £3  3s.  od.  weekly. 

(c)  Cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

By  agreement  with  Essex  County  Council,  cases  are 
received  into  Oldchurch  Hospital,  Romford,  or  Chelmsford 
Infirmary,  at  a  cost  of  10/-  per  day,  plus  ambulance  charges. 

The  Council  recover  the  whole  or  part  of  the  cost  from  those 
patients  whose  financial  circumstances  permit  them  to  pay. 
Necessitous  cases  are  treated  free  of  charge.

I  have  the  pleasure  to  present  a  Report  upon  the  working 
of  the  School  Medical  Department  of  the  Orsett  Sub-District 
during  1934. 

STAFF. 

There  was  one  change  in  the  personnel  from  1933.  Dr. 
C.  Ive  resigned  on  31/12/33,  and  was  succeeded  on  the  1st 
January,  1934,  by  Dr.  K.  N.  Mawson,  who  has  rendered  valu¬ 
able  help  during  the  year.  I  am  indebted,  also,  to  Drs.  A.  A. 
Park  and  F.  A.  Nelson  for  their  continued  loyalty  and  support. 

CLINICS. 

In  the  1933  Report  I  mentioned  that  the  establishment  of 
a  Minor  Ailment  Clinic  at  Aveley  was  under  attention.  I  am 
glad  to  say  that  in  1934  it  became  an  accomplished  fact,  the 
first  session  being  held  on  the  19th  February.  Minor  Ailments 
Clinics  now  exist  at  Grays,  Tilbury,  Stanford-le-Hope,  Aveley 
and  Laindon  (for  Langdon  Hills  cases). 

ACCOMMODATION. 

The  Department  was  transferred  to  new  premises  at  Glasson 
House,  High  Street,  Grays,  early  in  September,  the  old  offices 
at  Quarry  Hill  being  required  for  an  extension  to  the  Juvenile 
Employment  Bureau.  The  new  premises  are  much  more  com¬ 
modious.  All  treatment  clinics  are  situated  in  separate  rooms 
on  the  ground  floor,  and  an  adequate  waiting-room  adjoins 
the  entrance  hall.  An  entrance  to  the  building  has  recently  been 
constructed  from  York  Road,  Grays,  which  is  a  quiet,  traffic-free 
cul-de-sac,  and  this  removes  the  only  objection  which  existed 
formerly,  that  children  had1  to  traverse  the  most  congested  and 
dangerous  portion  of  the  High  Street,  i.e.,  adjoining  the  railway 
level-crossing,  to  reach  the  Clinic.

Verminous  Schoolchildren. 

For  many  months/  the  Girls’  Department  of  one  school 
in  the  South  Ward'  of  Tilbury  has  given  great  trouble  to  this 
Department  owing  to  the  prevalence  of  vermin  amongst  the 
children.  At  one  inspection  performed  by  the  School  Medical 
Inspector,  about  50%  of  the  Department,  numbering  about  360 
children,  were  found  to  be  verminous.  The  usual  methods  of 
cleansing  proved  of  little  avail,  and  a  special  report  on  the 
matter  was  submitted  to  the  Orsett  District  Sub-Committee,  who 
agreed  to  prosecute  all  persistent  defaulters.  Since  that  date  an 
inspection  of  the  Department  has  been  carried  out  by  a  School 
Medical  Inspector  about  once  a  week.  Verminous  children  are 
excluded'  and  the  parents  requested  to  put  them  into  a  cleanly 
condition  by  a  certain  date.  If  upon  re-examination  they  are 
still  verminous  they  are  again  excluded  and  the  parents  warned 
that  prosecution  will  follow  a  third  default.  If  this  warning  is 
of  no  use,  recommendation  for  prosecution  are  forwarded  auto¬ 
matically  to  the  Clerk  to  the  Education  Sub-Committee.  A 
large  number  of  cases  have  been  prosecuted  during  the  past 
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year,  and  in  the  greater  majority  of  them  orders  to  cleanse  the 
children  have  been  issued,  orders  made  against  the  parents  for 
costs,  and  in  many  cases  fines  have  been  imposed.  For  some 
time  even  this  course  produced  little  improvement,  and  the 
Grays  magistrates  warned  a  number  of  defendants  that  con¬ 
tinuation  of  the  offence  would  lead  to  a  more  severe  penalty 
being  inflicted.  Since  that  warning  the  number  of  persistently 
verminous  cases  has  been  reduced  to  about  20%,  but  fear  of  the 
legal  consequences  of  uncleanliness  rather  than  a  distaste  for 
vermin  has  brought  the  numbers  down.  The  Department  main¬ 
tains  an  unceasing  vigilance  over  the  school  in  question.

The  admissions  during  1934  have  'been  of  very  poor 
physical  type,  poorly  clad,  and  showing  marked  signs  of 
debility  and  malnutrition.  For  the  first  two  months  of  open-air 
school  treatment  these  children  make  little  headway,  but  the 
response  after  that  has  been  remarkably  good.  The  average 
increase  in  weight  per  head  over  a  period  of  about  eight  months 
has  been  8jlbs.  for  the  girls  and  61bs.  for  the  boys,  followed  by 
increases  of  up  to  3lbs.  per  month.  This  indicates,  as  in 
previous  years,  that  the  routine  of  the  school  is  based  on  sound 
lines. 

The  increased  accommodation  mentioned  in  the  1933 
Report  has  not  yet  been  commenced,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the 
matter  will  not  be  deferred  too  long.  At  present,  cases  of  the 
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chronic  type  have  to  be  discharged  at  intervals  to  make  room 
for  children  who  need  a  short  “  building-up  ”  course.  The 
former  type  are  out  of  place  in  ordinary  elementary  schools,  but 
it  is  obviously  unfair  for  them  to  occupy  for  an  indefinite  period 
places  which  could  be  used  to  greater  advantage  by  the  latter 
type.  If  and  when  the  school  is  enlarged  it  is  hoped  to  accom¬ 
modate  both  categories. 

Once  more  I  have  pleasure  in  acknowledging  the  efforts  of 
the  Head  Teacher  and  Staff,  to  whose  zeal  and  ability  much  of 
the  success  of  the  establishment  is  due. 

Eye  Refraction  Clinic. 

Drs.  Mawson  and  Nelson  have  performed  excellent  work 
under  this  heading,  and  with  the  appointment  of  an  Ophthalmic 
Specialist  in  the  person  of  Mr.  Aherne  even  better  facilities  will 
be  available  for  children  during  1935  :  —

Mr.  S.  K.  Donaldson,  School  Dental  Surgeon,  reports  that 
of  the  total  number  of  children  inspected  by  him  over  68%  were 
found  to  require  attention,  but  that  less  than  22%  actually 
accepted  treatment.  This  response,  he  says,  is  extremely  poor 
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and  is  to  be  accounted  for  in  two  ways.  Parents  do  not  under¬ 
stand  the  value  of  conservation  work  (i.e.,  prevention  of  decay 
by  means  of  fillings,  etc.),  and  still  tend  to  pin  their  faith  in 
extractions  when  the  teeth  are  too  far  decayed  to  be  saved. 
Also,  at  ordinary  medical  inspections  carried  out  without  the 
aid  of  a  Dental  Surgeon  in  the  past,  it  has  not  been  possible 
to  detect  all  defects  in  the  very  early  stages,  so  that  extraction 
has  been  the  only  remedy.  Mr.  Donaldson  describes  the  large 
proportion  of  refusals  of  treatment  as  neglect  on  the  part  of  the 
parents,  and  advocates  intensive  propaganda  efforts  in  this 
direction.

i .  Water. 

There  has  been  no  extension  of  the  public  supply  of  the 
district,  which  is  ample  for  the  needs  of  the  population. 
Samples  taken  of  the  South  Essex  Waterworks  Company  for 
analysis  indicate  that  the  water  of  the  district  is  pure  and 
constant  in  character,  although  somewhat  harder  than  the 
average,  containing  as  it  does  anything  up  to  26  parts  of  hard¬ 
ness  (i.e.,  6  parts  permanent,  and  20  parts  temporary).  To¬ 
wards  the  end  of  the  year  the  flushing-out  of  subsidiary  mains 
resulted  in  the  slight  discolouration  of  the  domestic  supply  in 
the  North  and  South  Wards.  Following  complaints  a  sample 
was  submitted  to  the  County  Laboratory  for  examination,  and 
a  report  thereon  stated  that  although  discolouration  was  un¬ 
doubtedly  present,  the  water  was  not  impure  or  unfit  for  con¬ 
sumption. 


2.  Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Details  of  the  condition  of  drainage  have  appeared  in 
Reports  for  previous  years,  and  there  is  no*  alteration  worthy  of 
note.  With  the  exception  of  a  few  isolated  premises  in  the 
North  Ward  the  Urban  District  is  completely  sewered.  The 
subsidiary  sewers  in  certain  instances  are  very  flat  and  require 
to  be  flushed  out  periodically.  In  1932  and  1933  I  reported 
that  this  practice  had,  unfortunately,  been  abandoned,  and  for 
the  third  year  in  succession  I  must  repeat  my  remarks  that 
periodical  flushing  is  a  necessity  if  blockage  of  the  household 
drains  of  the  older  parts  of  the  area  is  to  be  avoided.  With 
regard  to  sewage  disposal  I  am  indebted  to  the  Works  Manager 
of  the  Thurrock,  Grays  and  Tilbury  Joint  Sewerage  Board  for 
the  following  figures  in  relation  to  1934.

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3.  Rivers  and  Streams. 

Apart  from  the  Thames,  upon  the  North  bank  of  which  Til¬ 
bury  stands,  there  are  no  rivers  or  streams  within  the  area. 
There  is,  running  through  the  Council’s  Housing  Estate,  an 
open  culvert  into  which  runs  the  surface  water  from  the  street 
gullies,  etc.,  and  which  discharges  into  the  river  at  low  tide. 
There  was  an  unfortunate  tendency  amongst  tenants  of  the 
Estate  to  regard  it  as  a  dumping  ground  for  rubbish  of  all 
descriptions,  with  the  result  that  during  the  warmer  months, 
especially,  it  gave  rise  to  considerable  nuisance  and  rat  infesta¬ 
tion.  Part  of  the  culvert  was  covered  in  during  1933  and  1934, 
and  at  the  present  time  the  Council  have  received  permission  to 
raise  a  loan  for  the  completion  of  the  work.  It  is  anticipated 
that  within  a  very  short  time  the  whole  of  the  sewer' will  be  sealed 
over  and  that  no  further  nuisance  will  arise.  At  the  request  of 
the  Council  the  River  Catchments  Board  cleansed  the  culvert, 
and  the  Council  employed  a  rat-catcher  who  devoted  the  bulk 
of  his  time  thereon.

There  was  an  increase  of  41  cases  over  the  preceding  year, 
but  as  9  of  these  were  subsequently  found  to  have  been 
diagnosed  incorrectly  the  nett  increase  was  32.  There  was  only 
one  death. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

There  were  only  5  cases  more  than  in  1933,  and  one  of 
these  was  wrongly  diagnosed,  making  the  nett  increase  4  cases. 
There  was  one  death.  Owing  to  the  lack  of  suitable  home 
accommodation  81  cases  were  removed  to  hospital. 

Pneumonia. 

The  efficiency  of  notification  was  a  little  more  satisfactory 
during  the  year,  but  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  a  number 
of  cases  still  remain  unnotified. 

Enteric  Fever. 

One  case  each  of  Paratyphoid  “  A”  and  “  B  ”  were 
notified  and  although  careful  enquiries  were  made  it  was  not 
found  possible  to  trace  the  source  of  the  infection.  Both 
patients  recovered  satisfactorily. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation  Clinic. 

This  Clinic  is  now  in  its  third  year,  and  continues  to-  receive 
satisfactory  support.  In  last  year’s  Report  I  set  out  my  opinion 
on  certain  aspects  of  the  administration  and  procedure  of  such 
a  Clinic,  and  subsequent  experience  has  only  tended  to  confirm 
those  beliefs.  Towards  the  close  of  1934  Purfleet  Urban  Dis¬ 
trict  Council  enquired  whether  persons  resident  in  their  district 
might  receive  treatment  at  the  Tilbury  Clinic  upon  payment  of 
an  agreed  fee  per  case.  The  Council  consented,  and  fixed  the 
charge  at  5s.  per  head.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  arrangements 
will  commence  to  function  early  in  1935.

DISINFECTION. 

(a)  Vermin. 

Towards  the  end  of  1934  a  report  was  submitted  to  the 
Council  upon  various  methods  of  disinfesting  verminous  pre¬ 
mises  and  furniture.  These  included  the  disinfestation  of  rooms 
temporarily  vacated  by  the  tenant  and  his  family  by  ortho¬ 
dichlorbenzine,  and  also  the  removal  of  furniture  to  a  central 
disinfestation  plant  and  the  treatment  of  the  empty  premises 
before  occupation. 

As  a  preliminary  step  it  was  agreed  that  steps  be  taken  to 
experiment  upon  the  efficiency  of  orthodichlorbenzine  disinfest¬ 
ation  upon  site  over  a  period  of  six  months.  At  the  time  of 
writing  this  Report  (February,  1935),  the  trial  period  has  not 
expired,  so  that  the  final  results  cannot  be  reviewed,  but  ex¬ 
perience  so  far  indicates  that  orthodichlorbenzine  does  not  give 
an  efficient  result.  Several  strengths  of  solution  were  used  but 
in  some  cases  live  bugs  were  found  within  24  hours  after  dis¬ 
infestation,  and  in  some  instances  eggs  taken  from  the  treated 
rooms  hatched  out.  The  smell  of  the  chemical  was  retained  in 
the  premises  for  several  days. 

There  seems  little  doubt  that  at  the  end  of  the  experimental 
period  attention  will  have  to  be  directed  to  alternative  and 
more  efficient  methods. 
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(b)  Infectious  Diseases. 

All  bedding  is  disinfected  at  the  Isolation  Hospital,  and 
patients’  rooms  are  also  disinfected.  Disinfectant  is  supplied 
free  of  charge  to  notified  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  upon 
application  to  the  Department,  and  their  rooms  are  disinfected 
after  death  or  removal  to  sanatorium.  I  am  glad  to  report  upon 
a  decrease  in  the  number  of  applications  from  householders  for 
disinfection  after  cases  of  non-notifiable  disease,  the  futility 
of  which  I  commented  upon  last  year. 


Cancer. 

No  special  action  has  been  taken  in  regard  to  this  disease.

VENEREAL  DISEASE. 

The  arrangements  were  detailed  in  my  Report  for  1932.  I 
wish  once  again  to  acknowledge  my  indebtedness  to  Dr. 
H.  Nicol  for  his  co-operation  in  regard  to  the  treatment  of  Essex 
patients.  Essex  County  Council  offers  every  encouragement  to 
patients  to  visit  the  Clinic  at  22,  Cobham  Street,  Gravesend, 
but  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  somewhat  complicated  journey 
involved,  especially  from  the  outlying  parts  of  the  district,  acts 
as  a  deterrent  to  many  persons  who  would  otherwise  attend. 
In  1933  I  stated  that  in  my  opinion  the  time  had  come  when  the 
desirability  of  establishing  a  Clinic  on  the  Essex  side  of  the 
Thames  should  be  considered. 

During  the  year  efforts  were  commenced  to  provide  a 
Venereal  Disease  Clinic  on  the  north  bank  of  the  river.  The 
matter  has  been  delayed  by  certain  administrative  difficulties, 
but  the  whole  question  is  still  under  consideration  and  it  is 
hoped  that  definite  progress  will  be  made  in  this  direction 
during  1935.  Accommodation  on  this  side  of  the  Thames  is  an 
urgent  necessity  for  social  and  financial  reasons.
